INSTITUTIONAL INSPECTIONS

Mission:
Promote safe and sanitary environments in childcare facilities, foster care homes, schools, and residential group homas to prevent
injuries and ilinesses associated with such places

Summary of Programs:

The Environmental Heaith Division Is responsible for the inspections of childcare facilities, foster homes, residential group homes
and pdblic and non-public schools. These inspections are conducted in fulfifiment of the State licensing process. Childcare facilities
are (nspected every three years as required by New Hampshire Department of Health and Human Services (NHDHHS), Bureau of
Childcare  Licensing  guidelines.  Other  facilites  are  inspected  per  their  licensing  ragulations.

It iz important to note that with the excaption of a food permit for those faclliies which provide food to mere than 12 individuals, all
licensing is done by State agenciss.

The Division uses forms and checklist provided by the licensing authority. In the absence of such a form, the Division will use the
best avallable professional guidance to determine compliance with environmental health standards. All complaints ralafive to
childcare facilities are handled directlly through NHDHHS. The Division will provide assistance as requested.

All pubfic schoot inspection findings are communicated fo the school principal, superintendent's office, and the Facilities Division of
the Manchester Bepartment of Public Works for follow-up.

The Division doas charge childcare providers for the inspeciion service. The amount is determined by the size of the establishment.
Childcare facilities holding a valid food permit {not including not-for-profit permits) are not charged for 2 childcare inspaction, Foster
cars inspections are done without charge as are public and non-publie schaol inspactions.

Program Notes and Trends:

The number of all insfiutional inspections has remained relatively
constant over the past few years. The number of inspections for
chiidcare faciliies has remained relatively constant of the past
five years and little change is expecied. With these facilities on a
3-year inspection cycle, the burden on staff fime is minimized.

Recommendations:

Given the issues mentioned above, the following should be evaluated AND policies developed to address them.

1. Scheduie a2 meeting with representatives from the various licensing agencies to better understand thelr expectations, deadiines
and processes.

2. Educate the public school administration to emphasize the sensitivity to our schedules. Ensure that ample notice is given prior
fo requesting an inspeciion. _

3. Review the Division's cost of services, considering revenue and actual fime spent during inspections and re-inspections, The
inspections for which we do not charge are in essence and unfunded mandate. Perhaps the Division should explore “charge
backs" o the schools o Medicaid in the case of group living.

4. Review other City Departments fee schedules for foster care and non-profit inspection fo ensure consistency.,

5. Provide these facilifies with resources pertaining to environmental health issues, through mailing, site visits and the Interat.




COMMUNITY ACTIVITIES

Luxotiica Vision Van: Manchester has been chosen to host the Luxottica Group Foundation Vision Van.
The Luxottica Vision Van has provided free eye exams and free glasses to hundreds of children in need
across North America. On Thursday, May 10" at Beech Street School, and Friday, May 11" at the
Manchester Health Department, youth meeting certain specified criteria, wili be eligible for a free eye exam
and free eyeglasses. The criteria which will be used include: youth between ages 5-21 living in Manchester or
our surrounding communities, of low income or of the working poor, and those who have been pre-screened
and confirmed as having a visual need. The goal of this offering is to screen 100 youth each day for a total of
200 youth over the two-day period of time. We have reached out to many different community agencies that
work with youth within this age range in order to assure we target as many chiidren as possible.

Sustainable Access Project: The Manchester Sustainable Access Cealition has been awarded $40,000
by the Bean Foundation to continue its planning around the development of a safety net health care delivery
system for Manchester. The Coalition has also submitted an Endowment for Health implementation proposat
for $809,715 to support the formalization and further development of a community health system strategic
planning board (Strategic Planning Board), the implementation of a new primary care health center on the
west side of Manchester (the West Side Neighborhood Health Center) and the technical assistance and
support needs of the Manchester Community Health Center's imminent physical move and expansion.

Dotty Bazos, the consultant for the Manchester Sustainabie Access Project, and Anna Thomas, Public Heaith
Administrator with the MHMD, have submitted an article to the NH Bar Journal entitled “Manchester's Health
Care Safety Net ‘Intact But Endangered’ for publication in May. The authors conciude that there is a need for
the development of an economically sustainable system of comprehensive coordinated primary care for
Manchester's most vulnerable populations. The primary care delivery systems in the City are siressed, in
large part from serving a growing population of persons who in live in poverty, are uninsured, underinsured, or
on Medicaid. Since no near-term relief from federal or state government sources is expecied, the community
has taken a proactive approach to health system reform and has established a community collaborative to
strengthen its current health delivery infrastructure.

Oral Health: In Manchester, oral disease impacts the physical, social, economic and psychoiogical health of
many families. Among the city's kindergarten population, 32.2% facked a dental home. Among 2™ and 3"
graders screened in Manchester's Title 1 schools, more than 1 in 2 had experienced tooth decay, and 1 in 4
had untreated decay. Only 27% of these children had sealants, as compared to the Healthy People 2010 Goal
of 50%.

In Fiscal Year 2004, a limited restorative treatment program for children was created in collaboration with
community dentists, The Take 5 Program provides treatment services including oral health evaiuations, fillings,
extractions, x-rays, sealants and emergency care for children in pain. Created as partnership with the local
dental community, the MHD initiaily received CIP funding in the amount of $20,000.00 to help offset the costs
of the program. Despite reductions in funding, a monthly clinic is held on the Health Department's Dental Van
in collaboration with Dr. Sarah Katz.

Continuing the Take 5 Program and other community-based programs enhancing access to oral health care
such as Dentists with a Heart, is a critical role in our community that the Health Department is able to meet.

Re: Manchester Place Lease Terms

In response to your request last week for information regarding the Manchester Place Parking Garage
lease, please find below the terms of the lease and my opinions about the likelihood of payment under
the garage lease. While | am not privy to much of the information to do with the building, it is my
understanding that the real estate tax revenue offsets the debt service currently paid by the Parking
Division. As an aside, please note that the tax revenue is not disbursed to the parking fund, and the
enterprise has $4.3 million in debt on its balance sheet with no offsetting revenues. While this does not
create a solvency issue, it will affect the enterprise’s ability to obtain financing, should it attempt to do so
in the future,

1) Rentis 50% of Net Operating Income for the garage only
2) First annual rent payment was due 2-1-07 for calendar year 2006
3) Expenses are comprised of the following:
a. Taxes & insurance
b. .15 per square foot structural reserve
¢.  $110,400 project contribution to owner of garage parcel (land)
d. 6% per year of gross revenues as a management fee
e. Actual operating expenses of the garage (utilities, equipment maintenance, etc.)
4) Starting in 2016, if annual rent payments do not average $30,000 per year, there is provision
to set residential parking revenues at $72,000 per year, but only if the developer meets
certain profit objectives, which are not currently being met

Given the above terms, | do not anticipate any rent payments fo the city in the near future.
Conversations with the developer have led me to believe that the parking garage is not
generating sufficient income {o cover the expenses as listed above for the foliowing reasons:

In order to lease the building, parking rates were reduced or abated entirely

There has been little outside parker leasing

The developer has stated that profit from the development is close to break-even

The developer is currently negotiating a contract for parking with an outside organization,
however the rates they are discussing are foo low to generate enough income to achieve
profitability on the parking garage

5. The developer has stated that parking rates will increase in the future as the building is
almost leased out, however this will be a slow process, and even at the $72,000 level, there
will not be enough revenues to offset the expenses

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Lastly, Manchester Place has not provided me with the required financial statements and rent
calculations for 2008. | initially asked for these in January, and they have informed me that |
should have them by May 3. At that time, | will review the financia! statements, forward them to
Randy Sherman and report back to the board on our findings.

A copy of the permit application is also enclosed for your
reference.

Design and construction are being performed in accordance with the requirements of
the New Hampshire Department of Environmental Services (NHDES) Waste
Management Division and other applicable regulations.  The application is
anticipated to be filed by with the NHDES by April 13, 2007. Construction of the
recycling facility is anticipated to commence in July 2007 and be completed and
operational by May 2009

Construction will include installation of a 49,000 square foot material processing

building, and 11,900 square feet of connected office and equipment maintenance
areas, trailer and vehicle storage areas, and loading docks. The project will also

include the reconstruction of a portion of the existing City drop-off area to
accommodate the new facility. The reconstruction will include new retaining walls
and paved roadways. The proposed MRF will be located to the south of the existing
drop-off facility and will incorporate the area currently occupied by the large soil
stockpile. Deliveries to the facility will be made to the MRF through the existing
facility roadway off Dunbarton Road.

The solid waste recycling facility to which this permits applies is the NEW&COR MRF.
The facility will be located off of Dunbarton Road on the City owned parcel occupied
by the City solid waste drop-off facility and highway department storage yard. The
facility will be owned and operated by Corcoran Environmental Services of
Kennebunk, Maine, under the terms of their recycling contract and ground lease with
the City of Manchester. The contractor completing the curb side recycling collection
operations in the City will also operate out of the proposed facility. The facility will
receive recyclable materials collected from residents and commercial enterprises
located within the City of Manchester and other municipal and commercial sources
throughout New England and New York. The facility has a projected life expectancy
of at least 30 years.

The material recovery facility will manage the following types of solid waste: old
news print, box board and corrugated cardboard, fiber, mixed paper, glass, plastics,
aluminum and ferrous and non-ferrous metals. Materials will be delivered to the
facility as mixed (single stream) materials or separated fiber and containers materials
depending on the method of collection in curbside colleciton vehicles, roll-off
containers, or trailers.

The standard facility permit application includes management of an average of 350
tons per day of mixed recyclables. Temporary storage of 700 tons of unprocessed
material within the recycling building, storage of 1000 tons of processed materials
(baled or loose) within the building, within storage trailers or outdoors as applicable.

Background: Albert Delacey, the owner of a single family residence at 80 Edna Street {TM 833, Lot 49) has
requested permission to acquire a 4,327 sq. ft. unpaved portion of the city-owned street R.O.W. (app. 80’ x 55} which
abuts his property at the intersection of Edna and Claire Streets. The unpaved R.O.W. land in question connects the
paved portion of Edna Street to & large 26 acre parcel owned by PSNH {see accompanying map). Currently, a 367
branch of the City’s main sewer trunk line runs from the traveled portion of the Edna Street R.O.W. into the PSNH
property through the land in question and this line Is accompanied by g 20 foot-wide sewer easement as well as a sewer
manhole which requires routine maintenance from the City. In addition to Mr. Delacey’s property, a single residential
neighbor at TM 821, Lot 17C, on Claire Street, also abuts the land in guestion. '

Surplus Determination and Disposition: After discussing this request with appropriate City agencies, we have
determined that, because of the presence of the sewer line, no building or any other surface changing development
activity is allowed within the 20° wide sewer easement, and those restrictions may act to effectively prevent building
activity eisewnere on the site. Toward this end, the Environmental Protection Division specifically recommends that, if
this piece of land is sold, then appropriate building and development restrictions be required as a condition of that sale.
We would also note that, prior to any such sale, a subdivision of land would also need to take place since the land in
question 1s currently an integral part of a larger public R.OW..

Even with the above in mind, there appears to be no practical reasons why the City-owned land in question could not be
declared surplus if the intent is to sel! it for passive, non-building development purposes.

Because the only other abutting residential property owner has expressed no interest in its acquisition, and because it
cannot be used as an independent hiilding lot, we would recommend selling the reguested City-owned R.O.W, to the
owner of 80 Edna Street at a price determined by the Assessor’s Department. If such 2 sale is deemed appropriate, we
would further recommend that the Board attach the following conditions to any such sale: (a) all costs incurred by the
City in subdividing the land shall be paid for by Mr. Delacey, and (b} the land acquired by Mr. Delacey be merged with
the abutting parcel he currently owns at TM 833, Lot 49,

NOW COMES the Petitioner, GFI Gold Street, LLC, by and through its attorneys, Devine,
Miliimet & Branch, Professional Association, and petitions the Board of Mayor and Aldermen of
the City of Manchester, in accordance with Article 18 of the City of Manchester Zoning Ordinance,
to change the zone of and ameand the Zoning Map regarding 2 parcels of land, one of which is
located at 726 Gold Street and the other of which is near Gold Street, County of Hillshorough,
City of Manchester and identified as Map 875 L.ot 15 and Map 875 Lot 16 in the tax records for
the City of Manchester. In support thereof, Petitioner states as follows:

1. GFl Gold Street, LLC is the owner of record of that parce! of land located at 725
Street and identified as Map 875 Lot 15 in the tax records of the City of Manchester (Property 1).
Property 1 is approximately 15.178 acres in size and was formerly the site of Asscciated
Grocers which has since relocated. Property 1 is currently zoned industrial.

2, Ashkars Children’s Limited Liability Company and John N, Ashkars own a
parcel near Gold Street which has no building situate on it and abuts Property 1 which iand is
identified as Map 875 Lot 16 in the tax records of the City of Manchester (“Property 27). Property
2 is approximately 35,864 square feet in size and is also zoned Industrial. Property 2 is subject
to a purchase agreement in favor of GF} Gold Street, LLC.

3. The Petitioner, GFi Gold Street, LLC, for itself as owner of Property 1 and as
agent for the owners of Property 2, seeks to change the zoning classification of Property 1 and
Property 2 from Industrial to B-2 in order to locate a retatler on Property 1 and Property 2.

4, A copy of the tax map showing Property 1 and Property 2 as situated in the
Industrial Zone and the zoning designations for the surrounding properties is altached is Exhibit
A

5. it is believed that the change of zone will have little impact on the surrounding

area in that much of the surrounding area was either zoned B-2, has been rezoned from




industrial to B-2 or variances have been granted to aliow uses permitted in the B-2 zone.
Changing the zone to B-2 will reduce heavy truck traffic in the area as Property 1 is now used
as a 24 hour per day trucking terminal. Plans are being prepared to help address and to
generally improve conditions on Gold Street.

8. This proposed change will have a substantial positive tax revenue impact for the
City of Manchester and will have no effect on the environment as Property 1 is already
developed for an industrial use. There will be no impact on municipal services or facilities.

Dear Mr. Bernier:

In accordance with the procedures on rezoning requests, the following mformation 1s being provided to
your office in consideration of a rezoning request filed by the owner of one property and agent for a
second property on Gold Street (including two lots: Lot 875-15 and 875-16). The subject parcels are
located on the south side of Gold Street east of the former Lawrence Rail Branch. The first property is
15.2 acres currently containing the Associated Grocers Building and the second 1s .85 acres in size that
is vacant. The subject properties are currently zoned /ndustrial (IND). The applicant is requesting that
the zoning district be changed to General Business (B-2).

Presently, while the parcels are adjacent to a B-2 on one side, the rezoning action would create one
parcel that would be zoned IND and surrounded by B-2. As this could be considered spot zoning, we
would recommend that the parcel at 835 Gold Street (Lot 875-14; 3.42 acres) also be constdered by the
Board for rezoning from IND to B-2. In the 1993 Master Plan for the City of Manchester, this area was
identified as Industrial land use although the plan also recognized that extension of the business zone
into areas of industrial zone was likely and that certain precautions should be taken. The key precaution
from the Master Plan as it relates to this rezoning request states “...the proposed district should be
evaluated to insure that possible projects will not encourage additional fraffic impacts upon residential
areas...” The applicants, working with the City, have devised a traffic calming plan to mitigate impacts
on Gold Sireet and Sewall Street which may be considered by the Board of Mayor and Aldermen.

From a technical perspective, the petition may be forwarded to the Board of Mayor and Aldermen for
consideration. Consistent with the policy for rezoning petitions, the planning staff is providing a copy
of the petition to the Planning Board, the Building Department and the Office of the City Solicitor for
comment.

'Honorable Board Members:

‘This to recommend the extension of the B-2 Zoning District to encompass the former
Associated Grocer’s Site, 725 Gold Street and an adjacent parcel. The proposed
redevelopment of the Associated Grocers site into a new Home Depot store 1s projected
to cost over $21,000,000 and generate $193,000 in new property tax revenue to the City
annually, In addition the project will aliow Home Depot to expand in the City of
Manchester, rather than relocating out-of-town. The existing space leased by Home
Depot is in great demand by quality national retailers and will be redeveloped n short
order.

In addition GFY/Home Depot development venture is contributing $4,000,000 to the Geld
Street Improvement Project. This project will widen and/or bypass narrow portions of
Gold Street and improve and signalize neighborhood street intersections resulting in
improved traffic flow, increased safety, curbside visitor parking, sidewalks and
landscaping. This improvement to Gold Street will enable the City to entertain additional
retail zoning requests near the Associated Grocer/Home Depot site which could generate
significant additional investment and new property tax revenue while reducing industrial
traffic truck traffic in the area. Based on acreage and lot coverage projections, the City
could realize as much as $184,000 in additional new property tax revenue from future
adjacent retail development. In addition, the City could negotiate to recover a portion of
the City’s Gold Street improvement costs from future developers.

The Gold Street site is adjacent to the growing and successful Scuth Willow Street retail
district in close proximity to residential neighborhoods. Industrial truck traffic 1s
incompatible with consumer and neighborhood traffic automobile. In my
recommendation that the highest and best use of this site is retail, not industrial.

RE:  Proposed Amendment to Zoning Map — Diocese Property Behind Gold Street
Honorable Board Members:

This is to recommend that the R-3 Zoning be extended south to encompass a 9-acre parcel created
by the Manchester Diocese donation of right-of-way for the proposed Gold Street Bypass. The
remaining Diocese property, between the new Gold Street Bypass and existing singie family
homes will refain single family zoning altowing for a compatible buffer between existing homes
and the proposed Bypass.

By donating the requested right-of-way, the Manchester Diocese enabted the City of Manchester,
with the generous assistance of Home Depot, to solve a decades old traffic probiem in the Gold
Street neighborhood. Without the Diocese donation of right-of-way, further redevelopment of the
Gold Street would be prohibited. Doing so allows Home Depot to expand, create new property
tax revenue and allows other retailers to expand in or relocate to adjacent parcels the City of
Manchester.

The Global Economic Development Strategy prepared by AngelouEconomics recommends that
the City of Manchester “promote diverse housing that is affordable for local workers”, noting the
following excerpt from the National League of Cities (http://wwwnlc.org):

Local governments are responsible io their residents for maintaining communities
where their people can live, work, enjoy recreational activities, and access services.
Affordable housing, comprehensive community development, and well-planned and
coordinated land use foster communities that are vibrant, diverse and sustainable.
Further, these are critical components to the economic vitality of communities and
local economic regions for creating jobs and increasing municipal tax base.

While this parcel is being considered for market rate development, Manchester’s growing
employee base in The Millyard, Downtown znd throughout the City includes skilled technology
and financial service professionais who need housing appropriate to their desires, lifestyle and
budgets. New Hampshire business leaders and demographic experts have articulated concerns
about maintaining sufficient housing availability for the demand of a growing business economy.
The requested rezoning helps to address the need for housing fo accommodate the growing
Manchester employment base. For these reasons, your approval of this request is recommended.

Honorable Board Members:

Alderman Lopez has requested an update on the status of payments due the City on the Bridge & Elm
project. The payments can be put into one of three categories; Section 108 Loan, Parking and Property
Taxes. I'ach category 1s discussed below.

Section 108 Loan —~ The initial payment on this $500,000 loan was to be accrued interest only. The
scheduled payment date was November 27, 2006. Subsequent to the initial payment, on the corresponding
date of the next 149 months, the borrower is scheduled to make a payment of principal and interest based
on a twenty-five year amortization. A balloon payment of the outstanding balance 1s due on May 27,
2019. No payments have been received to-date.

When presented with the amortization schedule, the Developer raised questions on the City’s
interpretation of the loan documents. Over several months, the City and the Developer have exchanged
information. At this time, a final resolution has been reached. The City has presented an invoice to bring
the Developer current through March 31st (including additional interest accrued since November) and the
Developer is submitting the invoice for payment. This process is expected to take several weeks to
complete. Hereafter, all future payments are expected to be timely.

Parking — The agreement on the parking garage contains a profit-sharing arrangement between the City
and the Developer, To-date, there has not been a “Annual Net Operating Income”. Therefore, no
payments have been required.

Property Taxes — The City collects property taxes on both the residential building and the parking garage.
The FY07 taxes totaled $529,666 and are paid in full. For comparison, the FY07 debt service on the
garage bonds was $515,531.
